Honry Watterion'e Address to the 

Stat* Convention.

Iiarely lu tho 
history of the politic, of the country 
ha. there been greater need of aoino 
vitalizing current in Democratic 
coun.el. Ihan there now is, aud 
where shall we look to find (hi* vital- 
izing current, IT not in Kentucky?

,/lioro described a. 'the Kentucky 
idea.'

MANUAL TRAINING, 



WhyClilldmnMuould HaTanaht the ll.i. 11- 
mant* of Mechanic. I Kdueatlon 

The believers In tho three K's may 
objoct that wo can not make a skilled 
mechanic out of overy boy. oven if ho 
is i :ui elit the uso of tools The objec- 
tion is not well taken. Whun n boy is 
i£hl the multiplication table, no one 
arantccs to ntako out of him a New- 
ton or a Lapluce; whtm ho learns to 
spoil ho la not oxpectod to hm-omo a 
loxieograpber, nor because ho I' taught 
a read is ho expected!", bo a professor 
of elocution. He Is taujrht Uteso thing* 
booause they are tho first steps iu thi 
road to loitrniug. If he chooses after- 
ward to abandon that roajl he alone is 
responsible for tho deviation. So with 
manual training. Wo would teach B 
child tho rudimcnta of a mochnnicnl 
education, so that when he reaches 
man's estate ho can at least drive a nail 
nil bout splitting tho wood every time, 
or saw a board at rigiit angles to tho 
grain, or grind the family carving- 
knife without rtiiniug both tho knife 
and tho grindstono. If ho shows no 
taste for mechanical pursuit*, there is 
certainly no harm done by his rudi- 
mentary training; if ho docs, he is that 
much further along on his road to tho 
mastery of a trade. 

But i hen- is another napect In which 
manual training is of far greater im- 
portance to a child than in simply 
teaching him tho proper uso of toofj 
and mnUiri'ils, and that is the mental 
discipline which such trainingenforcos. 
The weakest part of a child's nilntl is 
shown by his inexactness, waut of ac- 
curacy and carnlcasness of details. 
Most children nr.- entirely satisfied 
with tho statement of a general propo- 
sition, and they, it) their turn, can not 
understand why teachers or parents 
should not bo content with an approx- 
imation. They can not understand 
that tho temple of mathematical sei- 
do rests upon tho four. They can 
not see why two and two should not 
sometimes make live or three, as tho 
xlgonclca of the cose might demand. 
But put material objects into their 
hands, take tliom from the study of tho 
abstract to tho consideration of tho 
concrete, and they at onee grasp tho 
limitations and conditions of values. 
They are compelled to bo exact ami 
accurate. They have to seo Unit they 
can cut it board a foot long into two 
equal pieces six inches long, no moro 
and no less. They insonsibly acquiro 
a knowlcdgo of arithmetic, geometry 
and mensuration ' which volumes of 
propositions and diagrams ootild not 
tench them. Their minds expand and 
strengthen unconsciously, tho growth 
being constant and symmetrical? 

As to tho time to be given to manual 
training, tho modern authorities agree 
that two hours per day is nmpla We 
should gay for young scholars ono 
hour would be sutllcient. There should 
ba. wo think, a half in the forenoon 
and a half hour in the afternoon da* 
t«ted to this branch of study, for two 
reasons. Two short sessions would 
prevent tho little ones from getting 
too tired, and would bo a welcome and 
bonefioial eltango from tho enforcod 
stillness and decorum of tho school- 
room. Tho change from study to 
work would bo restful and helpful, 
and would soon become the object of 
pleasureablo anticipation to thu pupil. 

Wo hnpo tho time may soon come 
whon the work-bench may bo thought 
as necessary nnappllnnce oDho school- 
house as the Muck hoard or map, or any 
other of tho aids to learning now in 
use— San P'runeueo Ihronicle.

Committee composed of a member in 
and for eacli congressional district, 
and of t lie State Central Committee — 
the latter collectively having one vote 
only. Said State Executive Commit 
tec is charged with Iho calling or 
Statu Conventions and designating 
lite linn and place therefor, and witli 
tho general direction and control of 
the organization when a State Con 
veution is not in session, and with 
the exocutiou of the orders of such 
convention. The members or both 
theso committees and their place of 
mooting shall be selected by succcs 
sive Statu Conventions. 

'■Third — 'i'horo shall also be a dis- 
trict com mi tteo in and for each con- 
gressional district aud judicial dis- 
trict and senatorial district aud each 
legislative district comprising two or 
more counties, sucli district commit- 
tees to consist respectively or the 
chairmen or the several couuty com- 
mittees within such district. 

"Fourth— Thero sh.il! bo in and Tor 
each county in tho Stalo a county 
committee, consisting of any number 
not less than live, and chosen in such 
manner as may bo determined by a 
county convention in that county. 
The members or every county com 
mittee, as soon as chosen, shall or- 
ganize by electing a Chairman and 
Secretary, and other officers If needed, 
who shall at ouco report the name 
and post-offlco addrosaof each officor 
and member to the State Central 
Committee. 

"Fifth— The District and County 
Committees shall be tho cxecutivo 
authority of the Democratic party 
within I heir rcspeclivo districts, sub- 
ject to Iho foregoing provisions cou- 
cornlng tho S(a(o Conuniltees. 

"Hlslh— The Chairman of every 
committee shall have power to cail 
meetings of hiscotntnitleeaiid il shall 
he his duty to call a meeting upon 
the written request of any two mem- 
bers. 

"Sovonth— The regular or acting

IKIkloa Prog-rasa.] 
On Friday night April 29th, Sher- 
iff Cartwright was informed that 
one Jno. D. Hawkins for whom he 
had a warrant of arrest from the 
Caldwell Circuit court, where he was 
under indictment for hjirso stealing, 
was at his home about threo miles 
from this place. He at onco organ- 
ized a posse consisting of himself and 
four meu and went to arreslhlm. The 
men composing the posse were In- 
formed of tho character of Die man 
they had to arrest and were well 
armod. When the house was reached 
the posse surrounded it aud two men 
approaching tho door, knocked and 
were answered by Hawkins' wife, 
who asked who was there and was 
Informed that It was tho sheriff after 
Hawkins. They waited a few mo- 
ments for her to get on hor clothes 
and open tho door. While she 
was doing this, Hawkins was heard 
to get out of bed, and when she open- 
ed the door she told them to come lu 
and search. Tho two Immediately 
stepped into the room closing the 
door after thorn. Hawkins had in 
tho mean time passed out ofthisroom 
iuto au adjoining one aud from this 
came out a sido door on the porch 
from which tho men had just entered 
the room. From this ho started 
towards the gato and was immediate- 
ly saluted by one of tho party sta- 
tioned at the gato with the order to 
halt, which being unheeded and re- 
peated several times with emphasis 
that ho would be killed if ho didu't 
atop. He paid no heed to the man at 
the gato however who was armed 
with a shot gun and being directly 
In his path fired striking hint In the 
eye, producing a fearful wound. He 
was immediately carried into tho 
house, and a physician sent for, but 
tho wound was necessarily fatal and 
he died iu a few hours. An inquest 
was held tho next morning before 
Dr. Trabuo and a verdict was return- 
ed in accordance with the above facts. 
Hawkins had been for threo or four 
years a fugitive from justice and waa 
coniiucreu a uaugttiuua DU> Hs 
had frequently declared his intention 
of killing any one who attempted to 
arrest him so it Is reported. He was 
heavily armed when shot and evi- 
dently Intended to reach the gate 
post and from that vantage point 
either to break by him or fight it out 
at close range.

Ttao next legible thing after Uie Greek sig- 
natures was tha word "llousa, a. u. c," 
showing thnt tho family hail now migrated 
to Rome.

Then followed a iloaeu or more of Lfttin 
signatures, jotted nliout herb and there, 
wherever there wus a snace uihhi tbo Ulo 
suitable to their inscription.

Hut she wes Inillt in air tight coni- 
partinonur- Ustrrq bless tho man who In- 
vented them!— and lifted up through It llko a 
swan. Through tilo fmnn and turmoil I saw 
the black thing nr. the wave hurrying right 
at me.
